Mr. 8. D. WiLuarD, GENEvA, N. Y. 

DEAR S1z:—Yours of the 24th inst. came 
during my absence. Ripening as No. 26 
Botan does a mionth earlier than Abund- 
ance, before Wild Goose, and before any 
of the English plums, it must have good 
value, especially as these Japs do well 
over such a large territory where the 
English sorts do not succeed. 

It should have a name, and I would like 
to call it Wiliard, and will do so unless 
you make objection. I have no doubt 
there will be other early Japan plums 
brought to notice, but yours being the 
first that has been well tested, I think it 
deserves a naine and that you should have 
the honor. The Japanese are very care- 
less about names, and the confusion in 
consequence wili be better cleared up by 
giving American names to tested sorts 
imported from Japan. 

If other trees tested later should prove 
to be identical with yours, they could and 
should come under the name adopted for 
yours. You deserve the honor of having 
it named fur you, and I believe every 
nurseryman and fruit grower will join me 
in this expression, and that the plum 
itself will do you honor wherever it car- 
ries your name. ,

Grading and Marking. 


Probably the most difficult thing to do 
in the nursery has been to keep an accu- 
rate account of stock by grade. The wri- 
ter was the first to apply the caliper in 
establishing grades. This was over thirty 
years ago, and the subject has been one 
of interest to him ever since; but it has 
only been within the last two years that 
he has fully mastered the problem of 
grading, marking and recording the sale- 
able stock of a nursery. As simple as the 
plan now seems, it was not perfected with- 
out the loss of years of time and many 
experiments. The first fact established 
was that the trees should be counted by 
grades and recorded before digging time, 
and that each grade should be marked 
when counted so that the trees belonging 
to the several gradings could be recognized 
when digging time came, without a sec- 
ond measurement. This made it neces- 
sary that every tree should be marked in 
some simple manner, and in a way that 
the grades could be seenat aglance. This 
was found to be better done by adopting 
markings of a different color for each 
grade. First, we tried yarns of different 
colors, then spots of paints, applied near 
the roots of the trees, then wire rings, 
but all of these devices proved to be im- 
practicable. Finally, a colored malleable 
steel tag five inches long and 1% inch 
wide was adopted. It proved to be quickly 
visible, easily attached by wrapping it 
once around the tree, and quickly removed 
by asingle pull. This system enables the 
nurseryman to make an accurate record of 
each grade of saleable trees in the nursery, 


thus avoiding the report of shortages, so 
serious to the buyer and seller when the 
time has ecme to fill orders. Besides the 
advantages named, there is a great saving 
of time and labor in the digging season. 
An exhibit is made by the Huntsville 
Wholesale Nurseries at the World’s Fair

showing this system of grading and mark- 
ing, which will be found in group D, ex- 
treme North wing of the Horticultural 
Building. Nurserymen are invited to call 
and examine. Nearly 1,400,000 of these 
colored metal tags were used by these 
nurseries last year.

The Weather. 


APRIL 30th, 1893.—The weather the past 
month has been unusually cool with much 
rain. Dogwood in bloom onthe 8rd. On 
the 38rd, 5th, 10th, 12th, 13th, 14th, 19th, 
21st, 26th, 28th, rainy. Frost on the 16th, 
17th, 18th, 22d, 23d, 24th, with ice 1-16inch 
thick on the morning ofthe 22d. Nursery 
stock rather backward in growth, but the 
stand is above an average. 


The Bird Flower. 


One of the curious shaped plants called 
the bird flower—Aristolochia ornitho- 
cephla, the latter long name meaning, in 


common English, bird’s head—has been 
in blossom some time at the World’s Fair 
greenhouses. The whole family of this 
plant is noted for its curious shaped 
flowers, the common representative, a 
native of this country, being the well 
known Dutchman’s pipe. 

The flower is said to have the head of a 
hawk and the beak of a heron, with the 
wattles of a Spanish fowl which, however, 
are gray netted with brown; head of the 
same color, varied, and the beak gray. 
It is a native of Brazil, suitable in the 
North only for the hot-house; it has been 
in cultivation since 1838. The plants, 
along with many others, include the 
wonderful A. gigas, that was illustrated 
in The Prairie Farmer last year. This 
strange plant also is among the collection 
at the World’s Fair, and it is hoped will 
flower later. 

The popular name of the family, Birth- 
worts, was so named on account of its 
supposed virtues in assisting parturition. 
In old times many species of birthworts 
were admitted into the materia medica, 
some of them possessing extraordinary 
virtues in counteracting the poisonous 
effects arising from the bites of serpents, 
as stimulants and sudorifies, and in vari- 
ous stages of low fever. In later years 
the foreign species are grown simply on 
account of the extraordinary shape of 
their flowers.—Edgar Sanders. Prairie 
Farmer.

SEPTEMBER. 


Indoors—Palms, ferns, cacti, orchids, 
tuberous begonias, asters in pots, stove 
and greenhouse plants in foliage, and 
stove and greenhouse plants in flower. 

Cut flowers—Carnations, tea _ roses, 
dahlias, gladiolus, cannas petunias, asters, 
zinnias, hardy and annual phlox, annuals, 
hardy herbaceous flowers, and cut flowers 
in designs. 

Outdoors—Roses, carnations, dahlias, 
gladiolus, cannas, tuberous begonias, 
petunias, asters, zinnias, hardy and 
annual phlox, verbenas, annuals, and 
herbaceous flowers. 


The general plan by months will be as 
follows: 


MAY. 


Indoors—Roses in pots, calceolarias, 
azaleas, ericas, rhododendrons, begonias, 
cycads, crotons, dracaenas, aroids, maran- 
tas, palms, ferns, cacti, pelargoniums, 
stove and greenhouse plants in foliage, 
and stove and greenhouse plants in flower. 

Cut flowers—Orchids, roses, carnations, 
liles, pansies, hardy and tender bulbs. 

Outdoors—Pansies, tulips, hyacinths, 
narcissus, bulbous, and herbaceous flow- 
ers, and flowering shrubs. 


OCTOBER. 


Indoors—Palms, ferns, cacti, orchids, 
chrysanthemums, pelargoniums, tuberous 
begonias, cosmos. 

Cut flowers—Chrysanthemums, dahlias, 
cannas, roses, carnations, tuberous 
begonias, pansies, and hardy flowers. 

Note—Many species of flowers not 
mentioned in the foregoing list will be 
exhibited in their proper season.

Fruit Prospeets in Texas. 


Tyuer, Texas, April 10.—Our prospect 
for fruit this season is extremely good in 
every section of East Texas yet heard 
from. There will be a full crop of every 
variety of fruit grown in this section, and 
especially a large yield of apples. peaches, 
pears, plums, grapes, blackberries, straw- 
berries raspberries and gooseberries, and 
in this immediate section a full crop of 
apricots, of both native and Japanese 
varieties. Nearly all varieties of the 
Oriental plums have fruited full this season. 
Among these, the Hytankayo, Satsuma, 
Sweet Botan. Burbank, Bungoume, 
Hanahoume, Koume, Yosobe, Keisey, 
Engrae, Urabeni, Masu, Chabot are full of 
fruit, except Bungoume, Hanahoume and 
Koume, which have a partial crop and are 
coloring up for ripening. The Chichasaw 
varieties of plums are also full of fruit. 

The celebrated French prunes that are 
very rare in our section, are heavily laden 
with fruit this season. The St. Catharine 
and Gloister now bid fair to be our 
heaviest fruiters. , 

The yield of all varieties of fruit will be 
the largest we have had for years. 
Peaches and apples will probably produce 
from 250 to 500 bushels per acre of mar- 
ketable fruit, where orchards have been 
brought up to a standard. The general 
average, I presume, will be about 200 
bushels per acre of all the various 
fruits.—J. T. Whitaker. Texas Farm and

The Islands and Lagoons of Jackson 
Park. 

The landscape art and architecture of 
the Exposition is the best thing it has to 
show, and fortunately the best of it can 
be kept as the leading features of asplen- 
did pleasure ground that will comfort 
thousands when the Word’s Fair is history. 
Its chief glories are the lagoons and 
islands and these can and should be pre- 
served intact. The group of islands con- 
sists of the wooded island, Hunter’s Island, 
and a number of attendant isles and islets, 
some of them only large enough to 
give foothold to graceful semi-aquatic 
plants. 

NATURE SUCCESSFULLY IMITATED. 

The treatment of the entire group is so 
artistic that one thinks only of nature—a 
result that should give satisfaction to the 


most exacting landscape artist alive. 


Plantations of such trees as make a rapid 
growth have been added to a grove of 1n- 
digenous oaks. Outside -of these the 
islands are fringed with shrubbery and 
great stretches of wild flowers growing in 


colonies as they do on the prairies and 
borders of woodlands, and in marshes all 
through Northern Illinois. Semi-aquatic 
plants troop down to the brink; tall reeds 
and other water plants rise from the 
lagoon itself, and on its quiet surface lily 
leaves float dreamily, while the low outly- 
ing isles are tinged a living green by the 
sedgy things that creep to the water’s edge. 

Few realize the vast amount of work 
that has been done by the Landscape De- 
partment to bring about this and other 
delightful results. The planting alone, 
which is merely putting on the trimming 
after the dress is made, has been an enor- 
mous work. A work, too, that had to be 
done in a limited time and with a sure 
hand. There was no time to try again. 
The first trial meant success or failure, 
luxuriance or barrenness. No one who 
saw the islands last fall, when they stood 
painted to the rim with splendid masses 
of foliage and glowing groups of wild 
flowers, failed to appreciate the remark- 
able success of it all, although few knew 
what it stood for in detail. 

There have been planted on the islands 
and in other parts of-the grounds 12,618 
trees, 50,614 shrubs, 151,394 hardy paren- 
nial, herbaceous, and miscellaneous plants, 
136,678 aquatic and semi-aquatic plants, 
3,300 ferns, 9,582 vines, climbers and orna- 
mental grasses, 60,000 willow cuttings, 
114,920 bulbs and similar plants, and a 
great collection of native plants, which 
were used by the car-load. Most of the 
latter are such as grow in the swamps, 
lanes and woodlands of Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Illinois and Ohio, but several other 
States are represented. The trees used 
were principally willows, poplars, water 
maples, cherries, elms, and lindens. The 
shrubbery consists of various kinds of 
low-growing willows, cornuses, spirzeas, 
loniceras, lilacs, snowballs, and berberries. 
These form the basis of the groups, but to 
give variety and test their adaptability to 
the climate many rare shrubs were added. 
The splendid success of this part of the 
work is modestly attributed by the Super- 
intendent of Messrs. Olmstead & Co. to the 
weather. The dry fall of 1891, followed 
by a mild winter and wet open spring, 
certainly was a propitious series of sea- 
sons for the work in hand, but that does 
not dim the fact that efficient head and 
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hand work—all done under pressure—has 
been accomplished. 


BEAUTIES OF WOODED ISLAND. 


The inner, higher part of the wooded 
island, reserved for the use of the Flori- 
cultural Department, was laid out in lawns, 
flower beds, and a rose garden, while the 
extreme north end space was set apart for 
the Japanese Temple and garden, which 
are to remain as a permanent reminder of 
the patience, ingenuity, gentleness, good 
will, and love of beauty of the nation of 
artists. The flower exhibits on the island 
will form a long and charming procession. 
The wooded island is about sixteen acres 
in extent, ten of which are devoted to the 
plantations of trees, shrubs and native 
plants already described. Through the 
middle is the long sweep of lawns and 
flower garden, about six acresinall. At 
the south end of this space will be shown 
for the first time, it is believed, in the 
West a combination of plants and style of 
grouping that is seen on large places in 
the East, consisting of well placed azaleas 
ani rhododendrons; and in the partial 
shade of these shrubs great clumps of 
lilies in many varieties will be planted. 
The bulbs and shrubs bloom at different 
seasons, and thus the arrangement affords 
double pleasure. 

Over the lawns north from this fine 
exhibit will be seen a green and tlowery 
wall, the first hint of the rose garden—the 
glory of the island. This is a plot of one 
and one quarter acres, oblong in shape, 
and will be inclosed by a wire fence sup- 
ported by posts nine feet high set at 
intervals of eight feet. Between the 
posts the wire netting droops in curves, 
the lowest point of each curve being six 
feet above the ground. The fence wiil be 
lined with climbing roses, and draped on 
the outside with many kinds of light- 
growing creepers. This gracefully shap- 
ed, vine-covered, flower-starred wall will 
be in itself a thing of beauty. Access to 
the interior will be at four points only, in 
the middle of each side and at the middle 
of each end, so the garden will possess 
the first requisite of a garden—seclusion. 
It will also possess the second—flowers. 
The plot is divided into thirty-six beds of 
various sizes and shapes. Between the 
beds broad graveled walks wind their way 
to a pretty little pavilion in the center 
also smothered in vines. Surrounding the 
entire garden runs an irregular border 
bounded on the outside by the green wall 
and on the inside by a continuous prom- 
enade. Fifty thousand roses are to be 
grown in the garden. Thirty thousand of 
them belong to the taller-growing, hardy 


class, and will be found in the beds. 
Twenty thousand tea and other tender 
roses of the low-growing kinds will fill 
the border where they can be seen to the 
best advantage and have the grateful 
shelter from the wind of the growing wall. 
Chief Thorpe understands tempering 
the ill-will of the climate to the needs of 
Flora’s queen. Almost all of the hardy 
roses have been wintered on the island 
with the remarkable record of coming 
through an extraordinarily severe season 
without the loss of a plant. Many of the 
tender roses have been successfully win- 
tered in the unheated parts of the Horti- 
cultural Building. Many more have been 
received since or are now on the way. 
At last accounts there were nearly 2,000 
varieties of roses represented, with num- 
bers of growers yet to be heard from. 


The rose garden will be a revelation. 
On moonlit nights people will wait there 
to hear the nightingales that sung around 
the rose bower that blossomed by 
Bendemeer's stream. North of the garden 
will be found a great nursery exhibit, 
where the foremost growers of nursery 
stock will show ornamental trees and 
shrubs, such as home makers should know 
and use. Here will be specimens of every- 


thing of that class desirable for the 


decorative planting of either large or 
small places. West of the nursery exhibit 
a number of florists and plants will have 
a great show of hardy herbaceous plants, 
one firm alone sending 10,000 plants. 
Still west of these England will justify 
herself for clinging to fine old herbaceous 
perennials, such as peonies, phloxes, etce., 
a class of plants grown to perfection by 
the English. Just south of the approaches 
to the Japanese garden Germany will 
display her formal favorites, such as 
stocks, asters, zinnias, and dahlias. Thus 
the whole sweep of the lawns from end to 
end is utilized by the best-known plants- 
men of Europe and America for their 
large and attractive exhibits. 


The islands will be a great object lesson 
in beautiful landscape effects, while the 
interior of the largest one will show a 
series of object lessons as to what and 
how to plant, although not just where to 
plant it, as the space is too limited to 
admit of the best grouping. One hopes 
that these lessons wiil not fail of their 
purpose, which is to interest the public in 
the delightful and satisfactory amusement 
of making walls something more than walls 
and upholstery. Outside adornment must 
have its place, “the eye must be fed.” And 
what adorns and what feeds the eye as do 
trees,vines and flowers ?—Chicago Tribune.

If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 
insiructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
_or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in this list,as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25¢c. to 75c. each. 


PACKING.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. 


ASSORTMENTS.—We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 

CAUTION.—We accept all orders upon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
pefall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire, or 
other causes over which we have no control. 

TeRMs.—Cash. When desired, we willallow 30 
to 60 days from date of shipment, to responsible,

prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions. will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as so many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th. If shipment is required 
in the Fall for Spring use, a note is to be given 
upon receipt of the trees. We do not allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns. In orders 
when the time is not mentioned, 30 days is to be 
understood. Interest at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum must be paid on over due accounts 
Should prices be changed, either higher or 
lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the pune the order is made, are expected to 
stand. 


ForRMS OF PAYMENT.—AII bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittances should 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those of our customers 
who may be located at places having no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make them in every case payable “with ex- 
change’’, or add 4 of onecent. to the amount of 
the bill for the cost of collection. 


GRADES.—We grade very carefully, in some 
cases by caliper, in others by height. When 
graded by both caliper and height, the caliper 
must govern, as the height then named is only 
to be considered approximately. When graded 
by height or caliper, we include the lower num- 
ber and exclude the higher. Instance: ina 
grade of 4 to 5 feet trees, the 4 feet trees are in- 
cluded, but not the 5 feet trees. If 5 feet trees 
are wanted, thed to 6 feet grade must be ordered. 


GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, to replace all trees, 
etc.. that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 

ally understood and agreed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 


ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if. there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause,will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, the boxes should 
not be opened until the frost is all out. The 
presence of frost in the boxes is not to be consid- 
ered an evidence of bad condition, as we pack 
to secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way. 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint to us, and without our 
orders for their disposition.
